Reaching the stage where a new 
case of diphtheria is reported prac­ 
tically every day, the city board of 
health, 
at a special 
meeting 
last 
night decided on strenuous measures 
to control the epidemic of the dis­ 
ease which hats 
been 
raging here 
practically ever 
since the start of 
school. 
•At present 
there is a 
total 
of 
twenty-five 
cases 
in the city, al­ 
though this has 
been 
exaggerated. 
Two fatalities have resulted and in 
an effort to stamp out the disease 
entirely 
before it ran 
its course 
through all of the schools a strict 
set of regulations 
was 
drawn up, 
including the closing of the schools. 
The order of 
the 
health 
board 
also closes places of am usem ents, 
churches and public gatherings 
to 
children. 
No one will be 
admitted 
to any places of this character who 
is not 21 
years 
old. 
The health 
board will see that this order is en­ 
forced. 
The picture show managers 
_bave assured 
the board 
of hearty 
co-operation in the order and it is 
believed 
by strict 
observance 
the 
ban will 
be lifted by Oct. 22, 
the 
tenative 
date set 
by 
the 
health 
board. Of course if the epidemic of 
diphtheria 
is still 
raging 
at that 
time the order will be renewed. 
By public places the 
city health 
board includes candy kitchens 
and 
all gathering 
places 
of the young 
people in tKe business district. The 
police have been instructed to dis­ 
perse all gatherings 
and the order 
will be strictly followed. 
The health board today asked the 
co-operation of the public in helping 
stamp out the disease. 
Many 
wild 
rumors have been making the rounds 
but it is stated on the authority of 
the health board that at present the 
number of cases is twenty-five and 
there has been no inclination to de­ 
ceive the public. 
The board is not attempting 
to 
underestimate the danger and believ­ 
ing that the quarantine would be the 
most effective way to stfop the epi­ 
demic did not hesitate to order it 
enforced. In asking the co-operation 
of the public the health board urged 
that parents keep their ehildrn at 
home and not permit them to loiter 
on the streets. 
If the children are 
to be permitted to congregate they 
might as well be in school, 
it was 
stated. 
The police have been instructed to 
see that loafing on 
the streets is 
stopped. 
The 
health 
board 
also 
urged strict 
compliance with 
the 
quarantine in homes 
where there is 
diphtheria. Also is was pointed out 
it was best to see a physician just 
as soon as a case 
of sore 
throat 
developed. 
So far this month there have been 
eight 
new 
cases 
reported 
to the 
health board. 
This is less than one 
a day and there is no occasion for 
a panic of fear. 
Most of the cases 
have been in the Havens school and 
while the schools are closed all will 
be given a thorough fumigating. 
The quarantine regulations were 
made to apply to the public library. 
It was announced 
by 
Miss 
Mary 
Slerih, librarian, that no hooks will 
be circulated at all during the epi­ 
demic and that only persons over 21 
years of age will have access to the

has caused

The teachers’ insti­ 
tute, the basketball

Quarantine Regulations 


The city board of health at 
a meeting last night decided 
that the following rules should 
be enforced regarding the epi­ 
demic of diphtheria now preva 
lent here: 
All schools closed until Oct. 
22. 
If at this time the disease 
shows no abatement the period 
of dismissal will be extended. 
No one will be admitted to 
theatres, 
churches or public 
gatherings 
who is under 21 
years of age. 
This regulation 
will be kept in force as long as 
the 
schools 
are 
closed 
and 
longer if necessary. 
The health board urges par­ 
ents to keep their children at 
home if any good is to be ac­ 
complished by the closing of 
the schools. 
The police have 
been instructed not to permit 
the 
children 
congregating 
in 
groups on the streets of the 
city and this order will be en­ 
forced. 
The reading room of the pub­ 
lic library is barred to all per­ 
sons under 21 years of age and 
no books will be circulated at 
all as long as the quarantine 
regulations are in effect. 
By public places is meant 
candy 
kitchens 
and 
other 
places 
where 
young 
people 
congregate. 
The police 
have 
instructions from Mayor Be- 
bout to disperse any crowd of 
persons under 21 years of age 
any place.

British Secretary of State For The 
Colonies. 
(Written for United Frew.) 
London, Sept. !•*> (By Mail—You 
ask me to give you my opinion upon 
the question of the German Colonies 
which we have captured during the 
war. 
I do not think that question 
can be put in quite so simple a form. 
It really is 
dependent 
upon 
two 
totally 
different 
conditions. 
The 
first and most important is the form 
and character of our victory. 
If it 
is as complete as we all hope and 
believe it will be, then, of course, we 
can dictate our terms and there can 
be no doubt, I think, in the mind of 
anybody what will be. 
If on the other hand, the victory 
were to 
result in an 
inconclusive 
peace, it is quite obvious that any 
declaration» made now wrould have 
very little 
effect. 
These 
German 
possessions have been captured by 
British troops, many of them from 
our Dominions and Colonies. 


The policy of the Empire is not, 
and never has been, to seek terri­ 
tory for territory’s sake. 
Take for instance, Australia and 
the Union of South America. 
Each 
has 
land 
enough 
and 
problems 
enough to keep it engaged for a long 
time to come, but in the case of each, 
her German neighbor constituted a 
grave menace to her security and 
peace, and it wras to 
remove this 
menace that they determined to cap­ 
ture the Colonies, not for the pur­ 
pose of 
increasing their 
Imperial 
possessions, but the same 
remark 
applies equally to German East Af 
frica—not yet fully conquered, but 
probably soon 
about to be. 
I am 
quite sure of 
this—that 
our Do­ 
minions, looking as I have said, to 
the question of their own future se­ 
curity, will vehemently resent any 
attempt to restore German rule to 
these territories at all events if Ger­ 
man rule in the future is to be any­ 
thing comparable with what German 
* rule has been in the past. 
Fur; her we cannot with wisdom 
ignore the fact that in the future the 
submarine and aeroplanes, and al 
the modern and terrible inventions of 
war, will have materially altered the 
• situation, and we are compelled 
to 
|-ask ourselves what would be the op­ 
portunities of a selfish and aggres­ 
sive power, animated solely by mili­ 
tary lust, if we were to allow them to 
retain in every part of Africa out 
posts which they would assuredly 
make submarine and aircraft base» 
and convert into strongholds from 
which 
to 
attack 
their 
peacefu 
neighbors. 
You also ask me what is my view 
of the proposition that the Portu­ 
guese should sell Portuguese Eas; 
Africa to Germany in order to recom­ 
pense her for the loss of her African 
possessions. 
Well, 
there 
has, 
know, been some 
discussion abou 
this.

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How Farm Products Soar 
How farm products have soared 
in the last year and have contributed 
their share to the fast increasing 
cost of living is disclosed in a com­ 
parison of prices on October 1 this 
year and the same date last year in 
a crop report issued by the Indiana 
field agent of the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture. 
The prices quoted are average for 
the state, according to price statis­ 
tics gathered by 
the field 
agent. 
Just for example, eggs which a year 
ago were bringing only 28 cents a 
dozen, were selling on the average 
of 37 cents a dozen the first of this 
month. 
Even potatoes are 
higher 
now than they were this time last 
year, having brought 
an average 
price of 
$1.22 last year 
and this 
year, $1.46. 
Wheat is now quoted 
at $2.93 in the field agent’s summary 
and a year ago was $1.45. 
Corn 
selling for $1.80 and last year farm­ 
ers were getting an average price of 
81 cents. Oats and hay are the ex­ 
ceptions to the rule. 
The former 
last year at this time was quoted at 
56 cents and this year it is 43 cents 
on the average. 
Hay last year was 
$15 a ton and now the crop estimate 
gives the average price as $10.20. 


Farmers Responsibility 
Upon the 
farmers of the United 
States lies the responsibility of the 
success or failure of the second Lib­ 
erty loan. He can virtually make or 
break the government in the prose­ 
cution of this war. 
When the first loan was floated the 
farmers were tied up handling their 
crops in which their money was in­ 
vested.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. II.—P ar­ 
ents are urged to take greater pre­ 
cautions with their children's health 
by Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary of the 
state board of health, today. 


“Because of the ignorance, apathy 
and self indulgence of parents one- 
seventh of our babies die before they 
reach 2 years 
of age,” he 
said. 
“For us to 
have sick 
children, in 
most instances, is a shame and dis­ 
grace. 
Only last 
night I saw 
a 
father feeding ice cream to a five- 
year-old child in a drug store. 
The 
child wanted it and 
cried and the 
weak father granted the indulgence. 
That little one should 
have had a 
supper of bread end milk and a little 
fruit at about 6 o’clock p. m. and 
been in bed asleep by 8, in a well- 
ventilated room. 
“Plain food, regular life, fresh air 
night and day and a clean skin, will 
keep children well and resistant to 
infectious diseases. 
Ice cream is 
a good wholesome food, but it should 
be given in very moderate quantities 
with meals. 
Candies, too,’ should be 
given in very 
moderate 
quantities 
with meals. It is the xule these days, 
when examining school children, to 
find fully eighty per cent suffering 
more or less with “stomach trouble,” 
'he result of stomach 
stuffing with 
candy, ice 
cream, soda and 
such 
things between meals. 
A recess 
lunch of a piece of bread and butter 
or two butter crackers with a stick 
of candy 
or two or three 
cream 
chocolates, or better, an apple or 
banana, would be wholesome. 
But 
candy alone for a recess lunch is 
productive of “stomach trouble.” In 
a dairy lunch, I recently saw a fath­ 
er urging his pretty twin daughters 
about six years old to drink coffee. 
“The father didn’t know the drug 
eaffein in coffee and the drug tannin 
it carries are 
injurious to health. 
And 
especially to the 
health of 
growing children. 
Coffee 
drinking 
°hildren will always be stunted in 
body and mind. More, they are apt 
to have yveak hearts, or weak kid­ 
neys or weak nerves.

Reaching the stage where a new 


case of diphtheria is reported prac- 
tically every day, the city bonrd of 
health, 
at a special 
meeting last 


night decided OTI strenuous measures 
to control the epidemic of the dis- 
e:ise whirh has 
been 
raging here 


practically ever 
sin'ce the start of 


school. 


•At present 
there is a 
total of 


twenty-five 
cases 
in the city, al- 


though this has 
been exaggerated. 


Two fatalities have resulted and in 
an effort to stamp out the disease 
entirely 
before it ran 
its course 


through all of the schools a strict 
set of regulations 
was 
drawn up. 


including the closing of the schools. 


The order of 
the health board 


also closes places of armusements, 
churches 'and public gatherings 
to 


children. No one will be 
admitted 


fro any places of this character who 
is not 21 
s years 
old. 
The health 


board -will see that this order is en- 
forced. The picture show managers 
.have assured 
the board 
of hearty 


co-operation in the order and it is 
believed by strict observance the 
ban will be lifted by Oct. 22, the 
tenative date set by the 
health 


board. Of course if the epidemic of. 
diphtheria is still raging at that 
time the order will be renewed. 


By public places the city health 


board includes candy kitchens and 
all gathering 
places 
of the young 


people in tEe business district. The 
police have been instructed to dis- 
perse all gathering's 
and the order 


will be strictly followed. 


The health board today asked the 


co-operation of the public in helping 
stamp out the disease. 
Many wild 


rumors have been making the rounds 
but it is' stated on the authority of 
the health board that at present the 
number of cases is twenty-five and 
there has been no inclination to de- 
ceive the public. 


The board is not attempting to 


underestimate the danger and believ- 
ing that the quarantine would be the 
most effective way to plop the epi- 
demic did not hesitate to order it 
enforced. In asking the co-operation 
of the public the health board urged 


(hat 
parents keep their i-hildrn at 


home and not permit them to loiter 
on the streets. If the children are 
to be permitted to congregate they 
might as well be in school, it was 
stated. 


The police have been instructed to 


see that loafing on the streets is 
stopped. The health board 
also 


urged strict 
compliance with 
the 


quarantine in homes where there is 
diphtheria. Also is was pointed out 
it was best to see a physician just 
as soon as a case of sore

So far this month there have been

ask me to give you my opinion upon 
the question of the German Colonies 
which we hare captured during the 
war. I do not think that question 
ean be put in quite so simple a form. 
It really is dependent 
upon two 


totally 
different 
conditions. 
The 


first and most important is the form 
and character of our victory. If it 
is as complete as we all hope and 
believe it will be, then, of course, we 
can dictate our terms and there can 
be no doubt, I think, in the mind of 
anybody what will be. 


If on the other-hand, the victory 


were to 
result in an inconclusive 


peace, it is quite obvious that any 
declarations made now would have 
very little effect. 
These German 


possessions have been captured by 
British troops, many of them from 
our Dominions and Colonies. 


The policy of the Empire is not, 


and never has been, to seek terri- 
tory for territory's sake. 


Take for instance, Australia and 


the Union of South America. Each 
has land enough 
and problems 


enough to keep it engaged for a long 
time to come, but in the case of each, 
her German neighbor constituted a 
grave menace to her security and 
peaee, and it was to 
remove this 


menace that they determined to cap- 
ture the Colonies, not for the pur- 
pose of 
increasing their 
Imperial 


possessions, but the same 
remark 


applies equally to German East Af- 
frica—not yet fully conquered, but 
probably soon 
about to be. I am 


quite sure of 
this—that 
our Do- 


minions, looking as I have said, to 
the question of their own future se- 
curity, will vehemently resent any 
attempt to restore German rule to

You also ask me what is my view 


'of the proposition that the Portu- 
guese should sell Portuguese East 
Africa to Germany in order to recom- 
•pense her for the loss of her African 
possessions. 
Well, 
there 
has, I 


know, been some 
discussion about 


this. 
Personally, I am not inclined 


•to favor the idea which seems to me 
to savour too much of disregard- 
ing the views of the natives, and 
treating them as though they were 
mere chattels.

How Farm Products Soar 


How farm products have soared 


in the hist year and have contributed 
their share to the fast increasing 
cost oi' living is disclosed in a com- 
parison of prices on October 1 this 
year aud the same date last year in 
a crop report issued by the Indiana 
field ;igcnt of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. 


The price* quoted are average for 


the state, according to price statis- 
tics gathered by 
the field agent. 


Just for example, eggs which a year 
ago were bringing only 28 cents a 
dozen, were .selling on the average 
of 37 cents a dozen the first of this 
month. • Even potatoes are 
higher 


now than they were this time last 
year, having brought 
an average 


price of $1.22 last year 
and this 


year, $1.46. 
Wheat is now quoted 


at $2.03 in the field agent's summary 
and a year ago was $1.45. 
Corn 


selling for $1.80 and last year farm- 
ers were getting an average price of 
81 cents. Oats and hay are the ex- 
ceptions to the rule. 
The former 


last year at this time was quoted at 
50 cents and this year it is 43 cents 
on the average. 'Hay last year was 
$15 a ton and now the crop estimate 
gives the average price a's $10.20. 


Farmers Responsibility
